Richard Rivers of Jones, who shared South 
coaching duties with Frankie Walsh of Hinds, 
sort of shrugged as he explained afterwards, 
“Well, look at who the North had... two play¬ 
ers from Northwest, the No. 3 team in the na¬ 
tion; two from Coahoma, No. 2 in the region 
behind Northwest, and a couple of real good 
players from East Mississippi (5-11 Alice Sim- 
monds and 5-9 Gloria Fields).” 

Harry Adair, the old master from North¬ 
west, co-coach with Holmes’ Sheila Sullivan, 
admitted that “I think we had a little better 
material and strength,” but emphasized the 
psychological: “We started reminding them 
from the time they came in, the North never 
had lost.

8, 1979, 1980. and 1985. The 1976 team did not go to the Region 
Tournament because East Central had not j’oined the Region V 
Association. This outstanding 1976 team would have probably place 
high in the National Tournament. The 1973 Club State Champs wer 
invited to participate in the first National Jr. College Tournament, bu 
they did not attend. Gulf Coast Jr. College won the first Nations 
Championship and East Central had beaten Gulf Coast twice during the 
season. 

There have been 26 players from East Central to make All-State since 
1970, and 12 named to the All-Region VII team since 1977. Thirteen 
players from East Central have been named to the Jr. College All-Star 
teams and many of these players continue their careers at major 
universities. All of the success of East Central’s program over the past 
years has been due to players in the five county area. 

When asked if any one player stood out in her mind. Coach Wood 
stated, “Of all the many quality players I have coached at East Central. 
Cynda Gibbon of Hickory would be the most talented and valuable 
all-around player to a team.” 

Coach Wood has a very impressive list of honors during her coaching 
career including being choosen the first Jr. College All-Star Coach in 
1978 She has since coached in 19 81 and 1985. In 1979. she was voted 
the Miss. Association of Coaches Jr. College Women’s Coach of the 
Tear and listed in the top 20 coaches in the nation.
